Quicrlcy, and, as there is no other per- 
son by that name In the county, the 
Judcre who had advanced the $r> loim 
Imniediatelv sued him for the amount 
and prayed that his wooden leg be at- 
tached as the only valuable asset 
owned by the defendant. 


Cork legs, are not Included in the list 


of assets exempt from legal seizure; 
yet it 
appears that the bootblack 


mifrht claim that his artificial limb is 
immune, as one of the tools of his 
trade. That failing:, he should s"iow 
that it is by fiction of law one of the 
members of his anatomy, without 
which locomotion would be both irk- 
some and slow.

Conference With General Gomez May Calm 


the Troubled Water*. 


Washington, D. C . May 16.—Th* com- 


plications arising from the payment of 
the Cuban troops out of the $3.<JOO.OO 
fund, It is feared by war department offi- 
cials, will cause trouble between 
Cuban troops and the American authori- 
ties. It would not be surprising to offi- 
cials if a clash of arms -would occur at 
•ny moment between the American and 
Cuban troops. 


It would not be surprising If news of 


luch a conflict would be received at any 
hour. 


The war department has heard from 


Governor General Brooke, but refuses to 
make public the contents of his dispatch. 


There is no denying the truth that Pres- 


ident McKinley and war officials are dis- 
appointed at the lack of tact manifested 
by General Brooke in his conduct of af- 
fairs of Cuba. While he is an excellent 
army officer, it is admitted that he has 
not enough diplomacy to conduct ex- 
ecutive affairs. 


There is discord: bickerings continue 


from day to day, and the Cubans have 
ihown their 
dissatisfaction 
in more 


ways than one. 


Some blame Gomez, some blame those 


who oppose Gomez, but there arejjthers 
who incline to the belief that the re- 
Bponsibility rests with General Brooke. 


The Cubans have declared that the 


military government which he has given 
them is worse than that which existed 
under Spanish sovereignty. He is de- 
nounced as a martinet, who represses 
personal liberty, liberty of speech and 
action, and who in no manner encourages 
the best qualities of the people which 
the United States freed from Spanish 


o misrule. 


Improvements which had been ordered, 


or begun by other military commanders 
of the isla-nd, have been countermanded 
or stopped by Brooke, greatly to the dis- 
satisfaction of all concerned. 


The complaint is quite general, anil 


has grown lo such an extent that a U'5- 
poeition exists at t:ie war departmen* to 
lake cognizance of it, ami it has been 
suggested that General V/ood, who is in 
closer proximity to the people of Cuba, 
would better be consulted in the quefc- 
tlons which have arisen. It is even said 
that already confidential letters on the 
subject have been exchanged bet.veen 
him and certain high officials in Wash- 
ington.

Havana, May lo.—The situation here 


has become most alarming. To all ap- 
pearances the Cubans are about to make 
arme'd demonstrations against the Unit- 
ed States, and its mode of governing the 
island, although the conservative ele- 
ment still hopes for peaceful arrang-e- 
ments. 


This state of aftairs.which \\ as brought 


abruptly to a head last Saturday by a 
partial quarrel between Genera! Gomez 
and Governor General Brooke, has been 
forming for the last two months. The 
first move has been made bjr the army, 
and it Mil probably be supported by 
many Cubans. Cubans in general argue 
they are being browbeaten by the Amer- 
icans. 'Who daily tighten their grip on 
theni. 


To a certain extent this if true. Ameri- 


cans are more favored here by govern- 
ment oflioials daily, while each move of 
the government, such as the construc- 
tion of a new postoffice v. ith its signs 
written in English, tends to carrj out th<j 
Cubans' assertion that the Americans 
are her to remain. 


The army, which Is really repi rented, 


nlthough many dispute his authority, by 
General Gomez, is particularly bittc.r 
against Governor Brooke and his policy. 
The soldiers declare they have been mis- 
erably fooled and trapped by the Amt-i i- 
cans, _ They look upon the exchange of 
a gun for $75 is an ignominious transac- 
tion for them, as thoy have not been de- 
feated by Americans, and, consequently, 
they refuse to exchange. 


All the army is willing to surrender 


arms to Cuban officials, but under no 
circumstances, as declared in a meeting 
of generals yesterday, to Americans. Cu- 
ban officers do not wish war, as this 
would, in their estimatiton, only hasten 
annexation. They are willing to listen to 
uny honorable proposition. 


Som>' persons say the army's elf-ter- 


mination not to surrender arms is nn out- 
come of General Brooke's refusal to sanc- 
tion General Gomez's plan for a Cubau 
militia. At the Cuban headquarters this 
statement is indignantly denied, in par- 
ticular by General Gomez, who, how- 
ever, refuses to discuss the present situa- 
tion. 


Generals Gomez and Brooke had a con- 


ference this afternoon. I was told at the 
headquarters that General Gomez prom- 
ised to continue to try to disband the 
ftrniy peacefully. He w 111 publish a pi oc- 
lamation tomorrow, which will he ap- 
proved by General Brooke.

HERNANDEZ RELEASED. 


The Mol of the Venezuela Masses Once 


More Free From Captivity. 


Caracas, Venezuela, May 16.—General 


Hernandez, the leader of the revolt of 
139C in Venezuela, who was captured near 
Yumare on June 1- last, has been released 
from captivity. 


General Jose Manuel Hernandez, an 


idol of the Venezuelan masses, is known 
as "El Mocha," or "The Maimed." owing 
to the fact that he lost three fingrs In 
one of the fights of his checkered career. 


He began his miltiary life about CO 


years ago, and has show n great personal 
valor and ability, especially in his cam- 
paign against Guzman Blanco in the 
early part of 1870. Hernandez has been 
wounded IS times, has been captured 20 
times, and for years was in exile in Cuba. 


He headed in 1SGS the unsuccessful rev- 


olution against President 
Andrade, 


which collapsed after the capture of Her- 
nandez. 


In 1893 General Hernandez w as passing- 


through NewTorkon his way to Venezue- 
la from France, \vhen he was arrested in 
a civil suit upon an order issued by Jus- 
tice Culleii of the Kings county supreme 
court.

power of any Legislature to make a 
community orderly and law-abidine. 
That is a matter entirely in the hands 
of the people themselves. 


These are truisms. Most persons will 


assent to these propositions. Yet the 
same person who to-day asserts their 
truth may to-morrow disregard them 
entirely aud do all in his power to 
hand the community over to anarchy 
if he is called upon to sit as a juror in 
a case •fthere a man in whom he feels 
a friendly interest is the accused. lie 
allows his personal regard for the 
criminal to shut his eyes to the plain- 
est proofs of guilt, together unmind- 
ful of the harm he is doing the cause 
of law and justice and order. 


The harmful feature of it is that the 


juror who thus allows personal feel- 
ing to sway him, to the detriment of 
justice, is not merely votins to acquit 
the person nauH'd in the indictment. 
He is paving the way for the acquittal 
of the next man put on trial for the 
same or an equally heinous crime. The 
cumulative effect of such 
acquittals

The 
service will soon become indispensa- 
ble to all who cannot for one reason 
or another get about to communicate 
with others in person. Consider the 
lame and the sick, think of those who 
are detained in cloisters and convents 
and places for punishment, and more 
particularly have some regard for the 
lords and ladies of the court, who are 
on their feet all day in the service of 
the Crown, but have no opportunity to 
carry on their little amours. You have 
found no way to gather in your recom- 
pense in advance, hut I will give you 
the recipe. Attention. You print a lot 
of little certificates with a special de- 
sign. Each one you will sell for the 
price you charge for one letter. Pay 
a small consideration to a shopkeeper 
near every letter-box for selling the 
certificates for you, deliver only such 
letters to which one of the certificates 
is attached, and your fortune is made."'

The Ces<ns School. 


School has uejnm in Washington for 


the countless thousands of men and 
women who want to serve their coun- 
try in the Census Bureau. The Bureau, 
•which is under the direction of ex- 
irov. Merriam of Minnesota, is charged 
with the task of compiling the twelfth 
censu^. It is an enormous task, and 
it requires a small army of clerks and 
officials to perform the work neces- 
sary to an enumeration of the peoplu 
of the country and an examination of 
the various industries and trades. 
Every ten years Washington 
accus- 


toms itself to the influx of aspirants 
for "jobs" in the Census Bureau. The 
name of them is lesion, aud already, 
one year before the actual work of 
enumeration besjin^. the streets and 
boiirclins; houses ot the capital are 
filled with the expectant host. Each 
applicant is armed with a letter of rec- 
ommendation from his or her Cou- 
srressman, and each is sure of success. 
It makes no difference that there are 
ten applicants feu each place, 30.000 
men and women for 3.000 appoint- 
ments, as Ion? as hope springs enter- 
nal m the breast of the candidate, so 
long will each aspirant cling to the 
belief that the desired appointment 
will p\entnally come. It is very evi- 
dent however, except to the candidate, 
that 30.000 will not divide into 3,000 
with anything like satisfactory prac- 
tical results, and it is equally apparent 
that most of the army of applicants 
will return to their home baffled, beat- 
en, sore in spirit and discouraged. 
Meantime the pleasant and agreeable 
duty devolves upon the census officers 
to pick and choose 3.000 men and wo- 
men from a list of clamoring eager ap- 
plicants amounting now to 30.000, but 
destined before the year is, out to 
reach 50,000 or GO.OOO.' 


The new Director of the Census has 


hit upon a scheme whereby he hopes 
to eliminate the "unfit" and let the 
•'fit" survive. The weeding out process 
is a simple one. It consists in determ- 
ining how many can sur\ive the in- 
quistion of examination. It has been 
said that a fool can ask questions that 
the wise man cannot answer..

Except on 


horseback there is no other means of 
traveling in the interior of the island.

Some of them 
are very aged vehicles, yet they do not 
wear out as the one-horse shay is said 
to have clone. The postilion is usually 
a sedate colored man who has all the 
pride of a family coachman.

Bnnch of I.ilnntl* Known. 


The number of islands which com- 


prise the Philippine group is to this day 
not definitely known. 
Some years ago 


it was estimated that about 1.200 isl- 
ands i-ould cover the number, but now 
discoverers say that there are at least 
2,000 of them. 
New ones are being 


constantly added to the map. 
Some 


members of this vast archipelago, as 
well as the more remote districts in the 
larger islands lying beyond the direct 
control of the 
Spanish, 
have never 


been explored. 


Even the regions governed by the Eu- 


ropeans are 
still 
but 
imperfectly 


known, and up to date no methodical 
and detailed study of the Philippines' 
has been made.

in vogue to-day are exceedingly de- 
fective, except for the seaboard, in the' 
survey of which the leading maritime 
nations have co-operated. 


Out of the estimated number of 2,000 


islands, those known as the principal 
ones are Luzon. Mindanao, Paragua, 
Samar, Panay, Mindoro, Leyte, Negros, 
Cebu, Masbate, Eohol, Catanduanes, 
Polillo, Marinduque, Tablas, Buriaa 
and Ticao. 


Tliink of it—17 islands out of 2,000! 
Luzon, the largest, has an area of 


about 41,000 square miles; Mindanao, 
the next, about 37,500 square miles; 
and the five next in size have an area 
of over 10,000 square miles each. The 
most reliable estimate places the aggre- 
gate land area of the entire group at 
114,356 square miles, or equal to the 
area of Arizona. 
There remains yet 


to be explored an aggregate of nearly 
27,000 square 
miles. 
Luzon, upon 


which the city of Manila is located, is 
equal in area to the State of Virginia. 


The coast line of all the islands is 


very irregular and broken, the ocean 
cutting in and forming many 
gulfs, 


bays, isthmuses and peninsulas. There 
are long stretches of canals and pas- 
sages between the islands, but these are 
not always navigable. Although situated 
in the region adapted to the growfh of 
corals, the scarcity of this formation is 
accounted for by the presence of vol- 
canic fires and the occasional deluge of 
hot water, which prevent the growth 
of the polyps. 


The constant change in the number 


of islands is due to the frequent erup- 
tions of active volcanoes, with which 
these islands are said to be infested. 


The Mayon, in Luzon, for instance, 


is an active volcano over 8.200 feet 
high. 
It has been the scene of several 


eruptions during the present century.
